and what a joy to find a small tortciseshell butterfly soaking up 
the warmth cf the sun while feeding on the primroses in the garden, 
Spring butterflies spend a lot of time warming themselves in the sun 
on paths and stone walls in sheltered piaces, All tne winter they 
have hibernated in the cracks in trees and sheds {and a few in.the.. 
church), Now in April they wiil pair up and lay tneir pale green 
eges, in the case of the small tortciseshell, on the young green 
shoots of the stinging nettles, 


Spring's arrival hes meant that birds are nairing and nest building 
with industricus energy, I watched a song thrush constantly return 
to Ker nest with beakfulls of mud.to line it, and mould it inside 
with her breast. She was returning every four minutes and always 
watchful as she anproached the nest, She did not go straight to it 
but first went into a nesr hedge and then into the bush where the 
nest was, 


The lovely lesser ceiandine is now in full flower in the grass 
verges and under hecges, It is no relation te the greater celandine 
though they are botn yellow flowered, The word ceiandine means 
swallow but this small flower is out many weeks before these summer 
birds return from Africa, :
